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Several  important  changes  occurred  during  the  past  school  year,  the  more  notable  and  important  being  the  move  into  the  new 
building  and  the  enlarged  class  size.  Few  can  say  that  the  new  building  has  not  been  an  asset.  The  single  possible  objector  would 
be  the  Business  Office  responsible  for  the  utilities  and  upkeep  of  the  building,  which  is  no  small  expense.  In  spite  of  this 
formidable  task,  even  the  Business  Office  is  elated  with  the  building. 

Beyond  its  immediate  benefits  to  the  students  and  present  faculty  the  building  has  been  most  helpful  in  recruiting  new  faculty. 
Visitors  from  even  the  most  prestigious  schools  have  been  amazed  at  the  size  and  completeness  of  the  building.  It  imparts  a  feeling 
to  them  that  Louisiana  supports  its  educational  programs  and  Shreveport  must  have  something  to  offer.  This  feeling  is  cemented 
when  they  talk  to  the  students  and  note  their  enthusiasm  and  progress.  Obviously,  the  student  body  has  a  significant  influence  on 
a  potential  faculty  member's  desire  to  settle  in  Shreveport. 

What  about  the  second  big  change,  the  enlarged  student  body?  For  the  additional  52  students  who  gained  admission,  let  them  tell 
you  of  the  benefits.  Having  gone  through  the  admission  process  yourself,  none  of  you  need  to  be  told  their  feelings.  The  faculty, 
however,  looks  upon  it  with  mixed  emotions.  They  are  elated  that  the  additional  students  were  allowed  to  pursue  their  professional 
desires,  that  the  school  was  growing  in  national  stature,  and  that  the  additional  faculty  was  a  board  with  new  ideas  for  exchange 
and  learning.  On  the  other  hand,  they  are  saddened  that  it  will  be  increasingly  difficult  to  know  each  student.  A  few  departments 
with  long  exposure  time  to  students  will  maintain  a  close  relationship  that  has  existed  with  small  classes.  Departments  with  short 
exposure  time  will  have  difficulty  maintaining  this  relationship  and  will  find  it  frustrating. 

In  the  future  we  can  look  forward  to  two  new  developments:  first,  the  amalgamation  of  CMMC  and  LSU;  and,  second,  the 
addition  of  a  new  wing  to  CMMC.  With  these,  The  Medical  Center  will  grow  and  will  be  capable  of  competing  with  other  well 
known  medical  centers.  The  policy  of  the  school  is  to  include  the  practicing  physicians  in  our  growth.  When  you  graduate  we 
expect  you  to  be  a  part,  even  though  you  practice  some  distance  from  the  school. 

Finally,  I  would  like  to  thank  each  of  you  for  your  participation  in  the  student  body.  Without  you,  there  would  be  no  school.  Work 
hard,  play  hard,  but  dedicate  yourselves  to  your  chosen  profession.

SOPHOMORES  TRIUMPH  IN  BATTLE 

MacArthur  once  said,  "War  is  hell."  No  one  in  the  Class  of  '78  in  full  possession  of  his  faculties  could 
honestly  doubt  that  what  transpired  from  September  '75  to  June  '76  was  war.
